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Greenbelters To Tour 
Space Flight Center

Ladies, wear flats. When? Next 
Sunday afternoon, from 11 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. when the Goddard Space 
Flight Center will be holding 
Open House for citizens of Green- 
belt. Goddard, located on Glenn 
Dale Road about two miles beyond 
the Washington-Baltimore Park- 
way, is a huge, sprawling,  fas- 
cinating place employing thou- 
sands of people, where a multitude 
of functions vital to the nation’s 
space program are performed. 

The Open House, a family affair 
with many interesting features for 
the children, is planned as a walk- 
ing tour. “The basic concept is 
a sort of continuous smorgasbord,” 
said Charles Boyle, Public Affairs 
Officer at Goddard. Included 
among the special features avail- 
able in six different buildings of 
the space center are displays, lec- 
tures, and continuous movies. The 
cafeteria wiil be open from 12:30 
to 4:30 p.m. 

Cars will pass through the en- 
trance gate from Glenn Dale Road, 
where guards will, direct them to 
nearby parking lots. Vehicle and 
passenger traffic will be kept 
separate, in the interests of safety. 
Parents are asked to keep children 
from straying, and signs will be 
posted on the telephone poles 
giving directions to the various 
exhibits. 

When families enter a building 
where one of the 15-minute lec- 
_ tures is in progress, they will be 
able to inspect the special exhibits 
in. the lobbies while. waiting for 
the lecture room doors to re- 
open. Most of the lecturers will 
-be teachers from the local high 
schools, who were hired by God- 
dard to serve as guides to the 
space center. On occasion, they 
also deliver talks to local groups. 

Buildings 7 and 10 promise to 
be exceptionally interesting. Here 
are housed the chambers in which 
conditions that will be encounter- 
ed by the satellites in flight are 
artificially duplicated, for the 
purpose of pre-testing new equip- 
ment. Visitors will stroll along a 
large balcony, looking down as a 
lecturer with a microphone on the 
floor below explains the purposes 
and functions of machines that 
are really out of this world. By 
the way, for the information of 
the baby-carriage set, this bal- 
cony tour is the only part of the 
trip that involves a flight of 
stairs. 

Children will not go home em- 
pty-handed. On leaving the space 
center, they will be given “some 
unique handouts, loot that is 
guaranteed to fascinate.’ The 
precise nature of the loot, how- 
ever, has been classified top secret. 

In case of rain, making it im- 
practical to walk from building 
to building, the Open House will 
be canceled. Notice of cancellation 
will be broadcast over several lo- 
cal radio and television stations.

City Notes 


Work is progressing at the Bres- 
ler developments on Lakeside Drive 
extended. Footings are being poured 
for the first 21 houses, and founda- 
tion walls are rising. 

The main right-of-way at the pro- 
posed Boxwood Village subdivision 
has been cleared of trees, and will 
be leveled in the near future. 

The contractor will continue for 
some time to burn trees and bran- 
ches which have been cleared away. 

Roof trusses are being raised on 
several of the apartment buildings 
at the Spring Lake development. 
Also being installed are curbs and 
gutters for roadways in the project. 

Mrs. Marilyn Spitz has been ap- 
pointed City Clerk on a temporary 
basis, as her family may be mov- 
ing from the area before long. Mrs. 
Spitz has been serving unofficially 
as City_Clerk since the retirement 
of Mrs. Winfield McCamy. 

A familiar face will be missing 
from Greenbelt’s recreation pro- 
gram this fall. Mrs. Evelyn Boggs, 
a long-time resident of Greenbelt 
who has taught arts and crafts 
here for several years, has accepted 
a post with the Prince Georges 
County Recreation Department to 
give a similar course elsewhere in 
the county. 

On October 1, several large con- 
crete sidewalk sections in the Cen- 
ter were reset. City manager 
Charles McDonald reports that the 
roots of the London plane trees 
which shade the sidewalk had 
raised some of the slabs as much 
as three inches, causing a poten- 
tiol hazard to pedestrians. He no- 
ed that this phenomenon is partic- 
ularly common after a prolonged 
drought, when the roots seem to 
exert an unusual upward pres- 
sure.

Concert Stage Added 
To Ritchie Coliseum 


Ritchie Coliseum, a University of 
Maryland athletic field house built 
in 1931, is being refurbished and 
equipped with a concert stage and 
shell. The 2600-seat building, to be 
completed about October 15, will 
be used for symphony concerts, mu- 
sical productions, and large facul- 
ty assemblies, in addition to serv- 
ing as an athletic facility for phy- 
sical education classes and intra- 
mural sports. 

A joint project of the university’s 
student government association, de- 
partment of physical plant, and de- 
partment of speech and dramatic 
art, the $50,0¢0 renovation project 
is being directed by George We- 
ber, the university’s physical plant 
director. A powder blue shell, de- 
signed by Charles J. Schmitt, tech- 
nical director of Maryland’s Uni- 
versity Theatre, is being fashioned 
from plastic. Plans also call for 
the installation of a complete 
sound and amplification system 
stage lighting facilities. 

Events already scheduled for Rit- 
chie Coliseum by the student gov- 
ernment cultural committee for the 
coming school year include: Mo- 
dern Jazz Quartet on Oct. 20; Na- 
tional Symphony Orchestra, under 
the direction of Howard Mitchell 
on Nov. 8, Dec. 6, Jan. 17, Feb. 28, 
and April 4; Ferranti and Teischer 
on Nov. 27; Don Cossack Dancers 
on March 21; and Mariam Makeba 
Concert on April 19. The University 
Thearte will produce Lerner and 
Loewe’s “Paint Your Wagon” on 
November 1, 2, and 8.

Where Are The Fish? 
TO THE EDITOR: 


What about the Lake? 

This year’s fishing at the Green- 
belt Lake has been the worst in 
its history. It has been fished 
regularly and steadily by good 
fishermen, but - no fish. 


I have received many inquiries 
regarding this fact and will try 
and give my views. I have fished 
the lake for many, many years 
and believe I have the answer. 
Only time will tell how correct I 
am. 


Here is an example of the ques- 
tions asked me: 

Pop, where are all the fish? Have 
you caught them? 


Answer: No. 


What are the plans for the 
fu’ure of our beautiful lake? 

Answer: I do not know except 
that they plan to drain the lake 
in November. 

What is wrong? 

My answer: There is no doubt 
as to the bass fishing. They are 
not biting; if there is anything 
left to bite. In 1960 I caught 121 
bass in September. This year, 
and fishing every day, I have not 
had a strike in September. So far 
in October, using every kind of 
plug and live bait, it has been the 
same. 

What is wrong? 

I have come to two conclusions. 
The latter one I believe is the 
answer. No. 1: There are so 
many blue gills in the lake (na- 
tural food) that the bass refuse 
to take anything else. No. 2: The 
lake is so full of weeds, vegeta- 
tion, beer bottles, cans, and other 
debris, that the fish have died from 
the lack of oxygen. 


I have found many dead fish in’. 


the lake throughout the summer. 
Inasmuch as we have no current, 
they simply sink to the bottom in 
the weeds and there they lie un- 
til the many turtles get them and 
clean them up. 

What should be done? 


The lake should’ be drained - @fi- 


tirely, cleaned, dredged, and 
cleaned out of bottles cans and 
other debris before refilling. It 
will be a waste of good water (oil 
included) if this is not done. I 
am sure the council will see that 
this is properly done before _ re- 
filling. Any fish found in the 
lake should be saved and put in 
some other lake. 

As to the source of the oil, I do 
not know. But I do know that on 
many occasions I have found oil 
very thick on top of thewater.

The first act of the city council 
was to make a reevaluation of the 
position and_ responsibilities of 
chief of police. The council was 
fortunate in that the Personnel 
Board has just finished a study of 
personnel practices and job classi- 
fications in the city government. 
Neverthelgss, some delay was ine- 
vetible as a new job description 
was hammered out. 

The job description recommended 
by the Personnel Board called for 
a high school graduate with at 
least five year‘s prior experience in 
police work and successful comple- 
tion of a course in a nationally 
recognized police academy or in- 
service training program. The city 
council wished to be more speci- 
fic and added physical requirements 
of a minimum height of 5’8” and 
a maximum weight of 190 pounds. 
It also set age limits of 35 to 50. 
Also modified and _ strengthened 
were the discplinary powers of the 
police chief. | 

While this new job description 
was being written, the councilmen 
consulted with George Panagoulis, 
Prince Georges Chief of Police, and 
Inspector Roland Sweitzer of his 
staff regarding the situation in 
Greenbelt. Among the questions 
discussed were whether a new po- 
lice chief should come from the

ranks or be recruited from outside 
and whether a system of graduated 
ranking of police officers should be 
instituted. 

Finally, on August 14, the job 
description was approved and the 
city manager was authorized to 
recruit a new police. chief. To date, 
McDonald has received ,22 applica- 
tions, which he is now reviewing 
with Inspector Sweitzer. A decision 
is expected shortly.

Poor Pearl’s Story 


If you’re beyond the fairy-tale 
age, you know that the prince and 
princess and ordinary people too 
- don’t always live happily ever 
after. . 

Pearl found that out long ago. 
Her prince used to celebrate pay- 
day by slapping her around. 


After 20 years of this, Pearl lost 
her temper. One Saturday night, 
as Prince Charming advanced 
menacingly, she crowned him with 
the frying pan. Apparently she 
hurt’ his feelings. He stumbled 
out of their flat and never re- 
turned. 

Three years later, after no word 
from or about him, Pearl received 
a telegram from the police  de- 
partment of a Southern city. It 
told her that her husband was dead. 

Pearl was 63, had heard about 
widow’s benefits, and wondered if 
she might qualify. She discussed 
this possibility with her neighbor. 
“You can’t get anything from 
Social Security,’ the neighbor 
scoffed. “They won’t pay you un- 
less you and Mike were living to- 
gether at the time he died, or un- 
less he was supporting you. Sup- 
porting her? If it weren’t for her 
job as a cook at the State Hos- 
pital (not covered by Social Se- 
curity) she would never have got- 
ten along. 

So Pearl didn’t go to social 
security - until desperation drove 
her to us in April of this year. She 
was ill and could work no longer. 


Pearl is now receiving a benefit 
- a widow's benefit of $72.00 a 
month. The neighbor’s advice was 
expensive. It cost Pearl a total 
of $864, the sum of benefits lost 
because she applied two years late, 


Pearl’s story could have ended 
differently had she consulted her 
social security office instead of 
her neighbor. Your nearest social] 
security office is located at 8113 
Fenton St., Silver Spring, and like 
advice, our service is free.
